' 80 let's put extremes behind us and bo In- 
spired to follow Lincoln as he really was— as 
hfflianlBned his muscles with work, nourish- 
ed his mind bjt firelight, lost elections and 
won them, and generally did the best he could. 

Toi&y, deny him nothing that was his; give 
him nothing that wasn't his. That would be a 
line birthday gift for Abraham Lincoln.
